Our friends abroad, in Iigh diplomatic posts, are reported 
to be disturbed over the form of the latest message from Washing- 
ton intimating that the time has arrived when they should begin 
to either pay us what they owe or explain the delay. Their criticism 
voiced in their official newspapers, is that we have re-adopted the 
old plan of shirt sleeve democracy. They admit the debt, but 
argue that it is not nice on the part of the United States and that 
it is in violation of diplomatic usages, for a demand for payment 
io be made in such form. President Coolidge, for his part, is not 
apt to be disturbed or affected by any charge of this nature. If 
asking a debtor for a payment, or at least }is plans for payment, 1s 
shirt sleeve diplomacy, it would seem it is a wise move.

Nations, after all, are only aggregations of humans, and_ the 
same rule holds. The people in all the countries in question are 
sturdy, upstanding in their own right. They are anxious to pay, 
but it is the politicians over them who are making this unfair gesture 
of disinclination to meet the obligations.

politicians have not played the game fair with the ettizens of 
France. The French,'a sturdy and indiistrious race of people, when 
one talks with them, are not in favor of the evasion of any debt. 
The politicians in France, incredible as it may seem, have not realiz- 
ed the moral sternness of purpose of the French people. This 1s 
where their psychology is at fault. 

The pathway of Minister of Finance Caillaux is not one’ 
of roses, for he has assumed office afier the socialists, communists 
and other radical forces of France have placed upon the backs 
of the French people a burden for which there was no necessity.
